The irritation which causes the 
deposition ot pearls appears to be 
Variously produced. In a new report 
on the pearj oyster fisheries of Oey 
Iod, Prof. VV. A. Herdmau states that 
some pearls appear tu be furmed 
around grains of sand, and some of 
inferior quality are probably disease 
calculi, but most and the best pearls 
are deposited arouud a parasitic 
worm. 
Pearly excrescences on the 
interior of the shell are due to irri 
tat i on cansed by boring animals. Be­ 
sides these there are (1) ampullar 
pearls where the nucleus and result 
ing pearl lie between the shell and 
the body | (2) muscle pearls, lormed 
around minute calcareous concretions 
near the insertions of the muscles; 
and (3) cyst pearls, formed around 
encysted parasites, i'be artificial in­ 
fection of oysters in Ceylon, which 
has been proposed, seems unnecess­ 
ary, as the parasites are likeJy to find 
all pearl oysters unaided. 
The discovery that piciic acid will 
at once relieve the pain of bums aud 
cause speedy healing was made acci­ 
dentally by Dr. Thierry, of the Paris 
Charity Ho-pital. 
Use of picric acid 
as an antiseptic impregnated his 
hands with the solution, and he 
noticed one day that a lighted match 
dropped on his hand caused no pain 
aud a little later that cauterizing the 
akin by hot wax was nnfelt. 
Experi­ 
ment then showed that the saturated 
solution of picric acid prevented 
blisters and cured the burns com­ 
pletely in four or.five days. 
An ordinary steam ^locomoti-vo can 
draw its own weight up a five per­ 
cent grade. The locomotive for the 
new Pay de Dumo road, fitted with 
the Uanscotte system of adherence 
wheels pressing against a middle raiJ, 
is expected to take three loaded 
trailers up a 12 per cent rise ut 7)o 
miles per hour. 
The culture in France of the soy­ 
bean, whose products are so important 
in the dietary ot the Chinese aud 
Japanese, is being urged by Chinese 
in Paris. 
A puree pressed from the 
boiled seeds yields both milk and 
cheese, tbinning with water produc­ 
ing a very good substitute for animal 
milk, and coagulating with a mineral 
salt fitting the material for cheese- 
making. 
Ihe cheese is usually eaten 
fresh, though it may be preserved by 
saltiug or smoking, first Ubeiug cook­ 
ed. Three varieties ot the cheese are 
common in Oriental markets — a 
fermented kind being white, yellow 
or gray in color, with a piquant taste 
like that of Roquefort; while another 
sort is salty and white, iikej'goat.’s 
milk cheese; aud the third is smoky 
and resembles Gruyere. 
The soy- 
cheese costs about a Ultieth as much 
as animal cheese, while the nutritive 
value of both this aud the vegetable 
milk compares very favorably with 
the ordinary products from the cow. 
Experiments on the dikes and sea­ 
walls of Holland have demonstrated 
tbe great value of ierro-concete tor 
giving protection agaiust the inroads 
of the sea. 
By the system of látate 
Engineer de Muralt, the metal armor­ 
ing is secured to wooden piles or 
laid upon stable earth, and piers and 
groynes are tin own out vertically 
from the shore to break up tbe waves 
where the action is especially violent. 
On sand downs the concrete is laid 
upon stiaw mattiug held in place by 
the wooden piles and metal armoring. 
Ihe wear of the waves upon the 
smooth concrete facing is very slight 
where masonry wulls are quickly de­ 
stroyed, and embankments, sloping 
beaches and downs are protected at 
half tbe cost of any other method. 
The new colored wood of a Nor­ 
wegian firm is produced by forcibg 
the sup from green Jogs and injecting 
dyes. The treated wood has increas­ 
ed durability, will not warp, may be 
polished in tbe usual manner, aud 
most of the colors are claimed to be 
as stable as that ot mahogany. 
The 
material is especially suitable for 
furniture. 
An optimistic view of radiotherapy 
is taken by the British Dermatológica) 
Society, 
which has decided that 
Roentgen rays are practically a 
specific for numerous skiu diseases, 
curing or benefittiDg acne, lupus, 
eczema, psoriasis, pruritus, tiuea, 
and others, including even cancer. 
Of eighty cases of epithelioma involv­ 
ing the skin only, all were cured, 
with no recurrence 
Dr. Justus 
founa no recurrence after two years, 
and he considers the use of the knife 
necessary only in certain cases favor­ 
able to operation. 
Vigorous treat­ 
ment ef eighteen cases of carcinoma — 
or true cancer—eflected a cure. 
The amphibious automobile of M. 
Ravaillier, a Parisian engineer, has a 
boat-hull body with a space for the 
chains operating the rear wheels, is 
mounted on axles passing through 
water-tight 
tubes, 
has 
a sciew- 
propeller and a rudder in addition to 
the four wheels, and is driven by a 
twenty horse-power motor. 
It has 
the speed-changing, reversing and 
other features of the ordinary auto­ 
mobile. In water it is operated like 


any boat, and its motor wheels take 
it up banks with a slope of not more 
tiian fifteen per ceDt, while a tackle 
and windlass pull it up steeper in 
dines.

About the Hunter License. 
A copy ot that excellent work, 
“ Ihe Fish and Game Laws of Cali 
forma,” together with a letter from 
Earnest Scahaefile, deputy fish and 
game commissioner, has been reoeived 
at tbis office, and together they throw 
light on a subject which the sports 
men of this section have been desir­ 
ous tu know about, in view of the 
fact that seemingly conflicting state­ 
ments have beeu made relative to the 
hunting license. 
It has been the general impression 
of local hunters that they must take 
out a license if they weut afield with 
a gup, no matter if they pursued only 
the common long-legged jackrabfcit. 
The law is very plain, and if hunt­ 
ers only fire on such wild birds or 
game as are not protected by taw, it 
is not necessary to take out a license. 
One may hunt the rabbit, bear or 
uouutaiu lion, but he must be very 
cnrcful that he shoots at no protected 
game unless he carries the necessary 
tag. Says Section 1 of the huuting 
license: 
“ Except as provided in Section 11 
hereof, every person iu the state ct 
California who hunts, pursues or kills 
any of tbo wild birds or auimals pro­ 
tected by the Iaw3 of this state, with­ 
out first procuring a license therefor, 
as provided in tbis act, is guilty of a 
misdemeanor. ” 
This makes it very plain to what 
extremities hunters may go. 
Any­ 
thing not protected by law can be 
shot at any time by anybody without 
let or hindrance. 
Section 2, to which reference is 
made, states that “ Tho provisions 
of this act shall not apply to any 
person who on his own lauds hunts, 
pursues or kills any of the wild birds 
or auimals protected by tbe laws of 
this state.” 
Iu other words, it yon own a ranch 
or piece of ground, you can shoot 
leer, doves, quail, grouse, etc., dur­ 
ing the open season on your owu 
land, without taking out the license 
otherwise made necessary. 
As has been stated before, it js a 
misdemeanor, attended by a consider­ 
able fine,;to run deer with clogs,unless 
tho deer is wounded. The law clears 
up a number of points which sports­ 
men in tbis neighborhood have been 
worried over. Tuey have felt that it 
was compulsory for every person who 
went out with a gun to first take out 
license, lor instance. 
A full knowledge of the law is a 
good thing for everybody ooncerurd. 
aud cow that it has Loan made plniu, 
hunters will see tho justness ot the 
enactment.

l’he Fhilippines Government. 
Zamboanga, Moro Province, P. 1., 
Aug. 1, 1907.—Preliminary to any dis­ 
cussion of the kind of government 
which has been instituted in these 
Islands, a Statement is eseoutial us 
showing the earniug capacity of tho 
people aud their ability to bear the 
burden of its administration. 
While the census taken by the 
insular Government is only approxi­ 
mate, it is safe to say that the native 
population of the Filipino islands is 
Eome six millions. Bas6d upon the 
wages paid iu the lice, sugar, tobacco 
and hemp fields, the yearly earnings 
of this number does not exceed fifteen 
dollars per capita per year. 
This is 
an over rather thau an under estimate. 
The monetary circulation does not 
exceed three dollars per capita. 
Exports average some six dollars 
per capita, per annum. 
imports 
practically the same. However, after 
duties (import and export),have been 
levied and collected by the govern­ 
ment, the total money valuo to the 
peopio is considerably greater than 
exports, thus showing a yearly en­ 
croachment upou tho stored-up sub­ 
stance uf the Islands. 
l’he executive branch of the govern 
meut is composed of a governor at a 
salary of fifteen thousand dullars per 
annum;a secretary of Unauce and jus- 
tico, a secretary uf commerce and 
police, a saeretary ot education and a 
Secretary of the interior at a salary 
each of ten thousand dollars per 
annum. 
^ 
The legislative dopartmeut of the 
government consists oí the governor, 
the four above enumerated secretaries, 
and three natives, each at a yearly 
salary of five thousand dolíais. 
This gives tlio American governor 
twenty thousand and the four Amer­ 
ican secretaries each fifteen thousand 
dollars per annum. 
The judicial department of tho 
government consists of sev«u supreme 
court judges at a salary of ten thous­ 
and dolíais each per annum, and 
twenty judges of the court of first in­ 
stance, at salaries from 51,500 to 
55,500.

ployed somo ten thousand officials 
and assistants, as follows:

Twenty-seven bureaus, such as rail­ 
way supervision, 
audit, executive, 
civil service, health, lands, science, 
agriculture, forestry, weather, con­ 
stabulary. public works, navigation, 
posts, coast and geodetic survey, con­ 
sulting architect-, customs, internal 
revenue, treasury, education survey, 
prisons, printing, coid storage, heads 
ot which draw average salaries of six 
thousand dollars per annum, make 
up tho government of the Philippine 
Islands. 
Iu addition to the Insular 
goverrueut which would correspond 
to our slate goveiuinents at home, is 
the Provincial (or what we know as 
county governments) aud mnnictpal 
governments. 
Without any doubt whatever, the 
government ot tho Philippine Islands 
is much more elaborate iu its organi­ 
zation than any state government in 
America. 
in fact, 1 doubt it the 
oldest aud wealthiest state iu the 
world today is better equipped oven 
to the smallest detail of government 
thau are the Philippines with their 
population hut just emerging from 
barbarism, and whose earning capa­ 
city compares in no sense even with 
that of tho southern negro. 
J do not wish anything 1 have said 
to be construed us an attack upon tho 
government here. While tho men who 
have been in control here have been 
impracticable in many things, they 
hnvo been honest and hard workiug. 
Had the islands been peopled by a 
white race, iu deepest illiteracy, the 
government instituted here, 1 believe, 
would hove proven moat effective, 
because it contemplated makiug a 
self governing uatiop of these people 
in one generation. With tho mental 
development aud Gaining hack of 
such white race, even though no one 
of the generatiou knew one letter from 
another, or ever heard of or knew the 
meaning of the woYd republic, the 
rising generation could be educated 
and made self-governing. But with 
the small mentality aud lack of train­ 
ing back of the Filipino people, 
mauy, niaQy generations must come 
and go ere tbey can be fitted for that 
self-government which will command 
the respect and support of those 
nations with whom they are compell­ 
ed to live and have their boiug. 
The whole troubio was, we lacked 
experience, aud 1 believe that if wo 
had tho last six years to live over, 
we would create a government for 
these Islands as simple m every 
detail us has been croated for tho 
Moro Province, usiug the tremeudous 
leveuuea levied and collected lie-e 
for the purpose of buildiug highways, 
improviug waterways, 
establishing 
industrial schools, securing immigra­ 
tion of a desirable class of ugricul 
turulists aud locating them in every 
community as an object lesson to the 
people, instead ot establishing a 
showy government which, while ap­ 
pealing gieatly to the false pride of 
about 5 per cent of the government, 
is far above the heads of the 95 per 
cent. 


Government of the Moro Province, 
in the year 1903, owing to the pe­ 
culiar cuuditious existing in the Moro 
country, it was decided that a separ­ 
ate government was needed for tuo 
Mohammedan Moro. 
This led to tho 
practical separation of the Moro 
country from the Christian FihpiBo 
country, the former’s relations to tba 
latter being somewhat analogns to 
those of tbe Philippine islands to the 
government ot the United States 
The organic act of the Philipiue com 
mission creating separate government 
for tbs Moro country, could not have 
been simpler or more effective. 
For 
Innately, the first governor of tho 
Moro country was Major General 
Leonard Wood, a thoroughly practi 
cal, able and energetic executive. 
After oue year’s worts and study in 
the Moro country, general Wood de­ 
cided that the most imperative peed 
of Mindanao was the American settler, 
in hi-: first annual report, he said 
“ What is needed to develop this 
portion of the world is a suitable 
ciass of settlers, bringing with them 
knowledge of modern agricultural 
methods, 
enterprise, 
and 
some 
capital. Such a class of settleis will 
do mnob to introduce higher stand­ 
ards of industrial and agricultural 
capacity, standards which must be 
established before tho native will 
take steps to chango his present 
methods, which ure all that he knows 
and unless he has before him the 
example ot what can bo done in this 
really remarkable country, it is not 
believed that hts present primitive 
methods will be materially changed. 
It he could see the results of better 
agricultural methods and better in­ 
dustrial methods generally, it is be­ 
lieved that his ambition would bo 
stimulated and that his development 
woifid be comparatively rapid. 
in 
short, a scattering of good argicui- 
turaiists throughout the province 
would be of iuestimablo value to the 
people, individually aud as a whole.” 
Speaking of the progress made in 
Mproland under general Wood(s ad­ 
ministration, the Manila limes suid : 
"Uenerai Wood is pursuing a poiicv 
not only so broad and liberal, but so 
progressive, energetic aud enlighten­ 
ed, withal that it is attracting a very 
desirable class of settlers to Mindanao 
and its tributary islands, who are 
devoting their lives, the very best 
that is iu thsm, to tho building up 
nud developing of the young country 
with which they have' cast their lot 
aud which they iutond to make their 
own. 
it seems to he general Wood’s 
platform: “ 1 am an American and J 
have confidence iu the ability and 
disposition of my'countrymen to give 
me niafstial aid ‘ in civilizing and 
Americanizing this tropical oriental 
conntry. 1 believe iu them, 1 trust 
their loyalty and patriotism, and 1 
can concetvo of no better medium 
through which to incuicato Amoricau 
ideals aud to set up American stand­ 
ards among the Moros thau that cf 
sturdy, nigh-minded young A mericans 
scattered about through the province. 
I wish to have an American govern­ 
ment here, aud 1 need Amencaus of 
the light sort to help mo make an 
maintain it. 
1 do not waut more 
American soldiers, but I do want 
more Amercian settlers.” 
“ if those are not General Wood’s 
sentiments, his Hue of policy would 
give the improssiou that tbey were, 
aud tho result is seen iu a public 
spirit, a unanijnity cf purpose, a 
concentration ofetfort for the welfare 
of the community, that bespeaks a 
hale and piosperous futuro lot- the 
islands of which iu tho past, tho most 
pleuteous harvests have been reaped 
with krisses anti kampilan3. ” 
The local paper published iu Zam­ 
boanga had tbe following to say : 
“ As regards governor Wood’s ac­ 
complishments, we point to tho fact 
that he found the Moro country in a 
stato of anarchy, aud known far aud 
wide as a good placo tu sta-y away 
from. His first move was to bring 
order oat of chaos, aud to make it 
sate for traders to go auy place iu 
the Froviuce. liis next move was to 
secure, through the offer of a small 
bonus, the organization of a local 
steamship company as a means of 
gathering up the producá of the 
people liviug along the coast. 
The 
inauguration of this service has 
piovou wonderfully successful, and is 
resulting iu a greatly increased out- 
nut of hemp, copra, almaciga nud 
jangle products. 
Governor Wood’s 
uext move was to secure, through a 
very reasonable guarantee, tbe call­ 
ing ot the China Navigation Com­ 
pany's steamers at this port as a 
means of gettiug to tbe best markets 
the produce gathered up by the boats 
of the local steamship company. 
This bus not only resulted iu much 
cheaper freight rates, but iu much 
better prices for our products. 
“ it migpt be said that we are too 
vitally interested in tho things which 
governor Wood lias accomplished iu 
this Province to make our opiuiou of 
his achievements as trustworthy a3 
those of others less coucernod. 
If 
this be true, thou the reveisu ought 
to be true, aud we wish to present 
tho testimony of those who had every 
reason to object to Governor Woods’ 
activity, resulting as it did, in barr­ 
ing tho Filipino islands from partici­ 
pating iu the prosperity of tho Moro 
Province.” 
Then follows several columns of 
islaud press comment dealing with 
tbe remarkablo progress made iu the 
Moro couutry as a result of bending 
every energy to make tho people self­ 
supporting lather than seir-goveruing.

Much has been said about the 
American 
people destroying the 
Philippine markets and refusing the 
home markets in return. 
There can 


be no doubt that the American people 
have acted consistently throughout iu 
this matter. Had not a demand been 
made upon tho latter to give their 
markets to the products of these 
islands without themselves enjoying 
the markets here, tbo matter of equit­ 
able trade relations wonld, long 
since, have been settled as tbey were 
ioug since settled m tho case of Porto 
Rico. 
But equity has not been our 
demand, but rather a one-sided trade 
arrangemeut. This is due to the fact 
that without a high tariff wall, the 
complicated government which we 
have built up hero would be boplessiy 
bankrupt in less than six mouths, if 
such a government as the primitive 
people hero are reasonably able to 
support 
were established, 
tat iff 
revenaes would be unnecessary, and 
on a reciprocal basis no one doubts 
that the American people would soon 
admit our pioducts to the home mar­ 
kets free ot duty it we admitted home 
products to the Philippine markets 
free of duty. 
My uext ietter wiil deal with some 
of tho opportunities which oiier to 
young, energetic American ugricul 
turulists in Moreland.

I ho New York Herald prims the 
following letter from an American iu 
Japan, who says he is on Arue.ican 
and has been iu business in Japan for 
moie than twenty years makiug fre­ 
quent trips to the United ¡States. 
“ There are but a few of us .out 
hero, and at all times wo feel as 
though our mother country was mak­ 
iug a great mistake when dealing 
with Oriental propositions. 
Oue 
must live with these peonle to roaily 
kuow them aud understand what, theii 
thoughts are cf the future. 
“ Now that the ¡San Francisco 
school question is before U3 kiudiy 
permit me to place before you the 
position of Americans in Japan. The 
Japanese demand equal lights. Hare 
is our position in Japan: 
‘We are here for business, there­ 
fore knowing the people, we do as we 
are told. 
Otherwise it is wise to 
leave the cduutry.” 
“ (Vo are not allowed to own real 
property or to havo any mining 
rights. 
We can only buy certain 
securities. Wo cannot hold Japanese 
on 
certain 'mortgages. 
When in 
order to do business, wo place certain 
properties or securities in the name 
of n Japanese, and the said Japanese 
absconds, the courts will not even 
oonsidcr his act as a criminal one.” 
“ We are not alluvvod to attend 
Jap&ases schools, oíd or young.” 
‘Wo are only permitted to reside 
iu certain sections.” 
‘Snob a simple thing as sailing a 
private pleasure boat is restricted. 
Wo cannot leave the treaty port un­ 
less with a permit. The Japanese go 
anywhere desired, bat a foreigner 
caDnot enter any port of Japan except 
the regular open ports of the water 
rout.” 
“ At the theaters tha Japanese rate 
s GO sen. 
No foreigner is admitted 
under 2 yen (200 sen).” 
“ The hotels are on a similar basis. 
“ It is a known • fact that justice 
cannot be had except iu the higher 
conrts, aud every case agaiust a 
foreiguer is canned to the supreme 
court before justico is given. 
The 
Legation at Tokio knows tbis point 
odIv too well.” 
“ in taxes foreigners pay double the 
rates paid by the Japanese.” 
‘The treaties state positively that 
foreigners shall not be subject to war 
taxes or duties. These were levied, 
nst tho same, and we did not think 
t wise to raise any objection, but 
the facts are as stated.” 
‘The simple fact is that the Japan­ 
ese do not waut foreigners here and 
are doing everything in their power 
to drive them from tha country. 'The 
easou Hie facts are not generally 
known is that every foreign resident 
is watched aud it is not policy for 
him to state such facts for publica- 
ioñ. ” 
“ A copy ot this letter has beeu sent 
to Washington. 
It was endorsed by 
the majority of the'foroigu commuu- 
ty residing in Japan, not as showing 
heir dislike for the Japanese, but of 
he ouo-sided mauuer iu which the 
Japanese aie acting. 
Foreigners iu 
apan staud u 11 theso ‘kicks’ when 
they have tho least provocation. ”

FOURTH UF JULY IN ALASKA. 
Juneau held tbe most elaborate 
celebration ovei seen iu the north ou 
the 4th nud 5th ot July this year, 
"l'tro days were necessary for the 
whole program. Over three thousand 
dollars in cash was raised by sub­ 
scription, and much ot the work ol 
preparation was donated, invitations 
were sent to all towns in IS. E. Alaska, 
to Beunett and Atlin B. C., and 
White Horse Y. T., and fare paid for 
base ball teams and lire companies. 
Five arches were erected at principal 
points iu the town, and decorated 
richly and tastefully. 
Business aud 
private houses generally were trimmed 
iu a manner more ot less artistic. 
During Juno, many buildings were 
newly painted, 
and defective side 
walks repaired. 
A 
dancing floor 
sixty by one hundred feet was laid 
in tho Union Warehouse. 
Uf course 
uo fireworks were provided, for day­ 
light lasts ail night here at tbis time. 
A special excursion steamer was ruD 
to Hkagway ou the third ot July. 
At nine a. m. on the Fourth, tbe 
streets were filled, hundreds came 
from Douglas and Treadwell, three 
miles distant, cross Gastneaux Chan­ 
nel. About eighty camo from ISkHg- 
way, 100 miles north, and nearly fifty 
of King Edward’s subjects came from 
White Horse, Yukou Territory, 212 
nules distant, 
to help celbeiate 
American Independence ot Euglaud. 
Truly time brings woulerful changes. 
The procession starting at 9:30, was 
composed of the mayor, city officials, 
brass baud, 211 school pupils, 320 
miners, 22 tiaveliug men, 1. O. O. F., 
another band composed of Indian 
musicians, floats, caricatures, fronks. 
etc., aud citizens. Appropriate exer­ 
cises in the Opera house then divid­ 
ed the attention of tbe crowd with 
a base bail game at tbe grouuds. 
The afternoon was mainly taken up 
by three base hall games, the last 
being for the tharapionsbip of IS. E. 
Alaska, nnci 5200 by the teams from 
Skagway aud Juneau. The game was 
very well played in spite of a drizzl­ 
ing rain, and^the score was G to 2, in 
favor ot hkagway. 
Next a broad 
sword contest by Japanese, created 
great iuterest, not so much however, 
as tbo rook drilling coutest for n 
prize of 8250. 
Tbe winning team of 
two miners from tho Mexicau mine 
weut through the lock 3G inches in 
15 minutes and 29 secouds. 
The hall at night was of course a 
graud affair. The orchestra had seven 
pieces. 
The horse races came off on the 
moruiug ot the 5th. The w’et test was 
tho event of greatest interest. 
Three 
teams competed, prize 5200, distance 
DUO feet. 
The fire plug was about 
midway, where tbo course made a 
bemj. 
The Juneau team ran liist, 
they made a fine run, but the thread 
was not well caught on the coupling 
at the plug, and when the water was 
turned on drenching the poor un­ 
fortunate, who was tryiug to make 
the connections and throwing Juneau 


out of the race. 
Next came the 
Douglas team. 
They made connec­ 
tion at tha plug all right, but the 
nozzle was not iu place when the 
water reached it, and although one

Everybody was watching this race, 
the several hundred Indian spectators 
going frantic with excitement when 
two canoes at the finish were fairly 
abreast, the mighty sinewed natives 
making the canoe3 jump almost ont 
of tbe water at every stroke of the 
paddles, and tbe Douglas boat crossed 
tbe line baiely six feet ahead the 
¡Sitka, winning the race and $75. 
program [was a 
The last of tho 
motor-boat regatta. 
Fifteen crafts 
were entered trom .the size of an 
ordinary rowboat to a 12 ton launch. 
The committee bad tested the speed 
of each, and ordered time handicaps 
according to their best judgment. 
The first boat started over (he 12 mile 
course, 42 minutes before the last one 
dartod from the liue. 
No 13, with a 
38 minute handicap, tooL first prize, 
and No 15 second prize, while all 
were back in less than five mínales 
more.

Land and Mineral Decisions. 
Goal Lands—On the failure of a 
coal claimant to perfect title within 
the statutory period, the work done 
by him inursa to the benefit of a valid 
adverse claim then asserted for the 
land involved. 
Coutest—A contest will not be re­ 
instated on tbe ground that notice of 
decision was not reoeived, where the 
failure to receive such nutice is due 
to tbe contestant,s negligence. 
Entrv—An entry is not invalid be­ 
cause allowed outside of office hours. 
Final Proof,—Submission of final 
proof, at a particular time, in oider 
to leave the land, not necessarily in­ 
consistent with good faith. 
Homestead Disqualification — Tho 
disqualification under tbe homestead 
law arising from the ownership of 
more tbaD 160 acres is determined by 
the statutory provisions existing at 
date of entry, and not at final proot. 
Mineral Laud. — Land containing 
sandstone of superior qnaiity for 
building and ornamental purposes 
aud valuable only as a stone quarry is 
classed as mineral. 
Residence.—I o establish residence 
there must be, concurrent with the 
act of settlement, an intenc to make 
tbe land a home to the exclusion of 
one elsewhere. 
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The City Tax Levy. 


The city trustees at their last meet­ 
ing levied a tax of 70 cents ou each 
8100, for 
the 
support of bhe city 
governm ent for 
the eusuing year. 
The Ledger in an article wbeu the 
question of incorporation was p end­ 
ing, stated that the people would find 
th a t the tax rate would reach pretty 
much the lim it of 75 cents every year. 
T hat statem ent was disputed by those 
whose personal 
interests 
were in ­ 
volved. 
It was urged that the citv 
governm ent could be carried on w ith­ 
out any increased tax upon 
the pro­ 
perty holders. 
In other words that 
the road tax levied by the county 
m anagers and which would not apply 
to those„witbiu the city lim its, would 
be 
sufficient 
to 
sustain 
the city 
governm ent, as far as a direct pro­ 
perty tix was concerned. 
The ex peri­ 
ence of the first year has revealed the 
fallacy of such position. 
This year 
the taxes will be at least 30 cents over 
and above what those outside the city 
lim its will he called npou to c o n tri­ 
bute. 
'This is merely a 
begiuing. 
While 75 oeuts is the lim it for ordiu- 
ary ru ning 
expenses, 
it is by no 
means the absolute lim it. 
I t can be 
swelled by special taxes in various 
ways. 
In the levy this week appears 
an item ot 10 cents for library. 
This 
is an extra tax, outside ot the 75 cent 
lim it. 
It is intended as a starter for 
a town library. 
The magnet that has 
draw n out this tax is the standing 
otter of Andrew Carnegie of a 810,000 
gift for a library. 
This is 
made 
under certain stringent conditions, 
which would be found inapplicable to 
a com m unity like this. 
If we bad an 
exclusively 
Knglisb-speakiDg 
and 
reading people, a library would be 
the right th iug ; but we haven’t. 
We 
are a long way from it. 
I t is useless 
to disguise the fact, or tiy to mislead 
any one as to the conditions existing 
here. 
This 
ten 
cents 
will raise 
between 
8500 
and 
86U0,— a mere 
bagatelle in starting a library. 
i t 
will have to be kept up for many 
years before eveu a start can be made 
in the actual library work or b u ild ­ 
ing 
We are simply starting at the wrong 
end. 
'There are many things infinite 
iy more 
pressing 
than a library. 
T hat partakes more of the ornam ental 
than 
the 
useful, 
as m atters now 
stand. 
Tbe>most urgent need is a 
main sewer and dum ping place, so 
th a t the sewerage may be carried 
be­ 
* yond the city lim its, instead of as 
now being dum ped right under the 
noses of the people in the very beait 
of the city. 
This condition is getting 
intoierable, and 
is becoming more 
aggravated as connections 
with the 
various aewer pipes scattered over 
th e town are being m ultiplied.

A terrible tragedy oocnrred in an 
A ustrian boarding house at Amador 
City at an early hour M onday m orn ­ 
ing. 
The 
m anslayer 
is a 
young 
woman, an A ustrian, 
named Marie 
Clavich, and her victim a young man, 
also a native of A ustria, named M artin 
Yojeticb. 
Both 
were 
com parative 
strangers iu Amador county. 
The 
deceased had been in Amador City 
about six wqeks, aud the womau only 
three days. 
Back ot this hom icide there is a 
story of m atrim onial infelicity, elop- 
ment, and subsequent desertion, that 
is tiu ly deplorable, creating iu the 
public rniud a good deal of sym pathy 
for the woman now lodged in the 
county jail with the charge of muider 
against her. 
it seems th at Marie Petrack left 
her native land about eighteen months 
ago, and 
soon after reaching this 
country proceeded to Los Angeles. 
S hortly thereafter she mot iu that 
city 
a young man 
named Clavich. 
Whether the pair had met before com­ 
ing to tbis country we know not. 
At 
any 
rate 
an attachm ent 
grew up 
between them shortly after the lad y’s 
arrival in the southern city, resulting 
in a 
wedding about nineteen 
days 
□ tter she got there. 
The husband 
worked a t common labor. 
A bone oi 
disc 'rd speedily appeared to jar the 
matrim onial 
life. 
M artin Yojeticb 
became a boarder or room er at the 
same bouse. 
The story goes th a t her 
husband did n ot treat her’ kindly. 
This is simply a one-sided ü atém eut, 
and given to excuse subsequent-nidve- 
ments. 
F o u r m onths after her wedd­ 
ing, Mrs Clavich eloped with Yoje­ 
ticb, and tied to O akland.' There the 
pair lived together for ten months, 
according to the woman’s story. 
The 
deserted.husband it is said advertised 
in the papers to discover the where­ 
abouts of his 
wife, 
w ithout result. 
Mrs Clavich says she worked in O ak­ 
land at oleauing P ullm an cars at 81.75 
per day, 
and continued this work 
until she was no longer able to do so, 
on accouut of approaching m aternity. 
Provided with money from her e a rn ­ 
ings, about 8100 she says, Yojeticb 
once visited Los Angeles to see a 
relative, which ho never repaid. 
Some six weeks Rgo, Yojeticb, pro­ 
bably tiring of the woman, and iu 
the face of her delicate condition, 
determ ined to got rid of her. 
He 
made his way to Amador county, and 
applied for and secured work at the 
Keystone mine, 
lie is said to have 
left Uaklaud th e 11th of Ju ly . 
'The 
deserted wbmau was at length ai - 
prised of h is whereabouts by a friend 
at Amador City. 
She resolved to 
follow nim. 
She arrived in Amador 
City last Friday evening, and hired a 
room at the Imperial hotel, only a 
tew steps from the boarding house 
where her ’param our was stopping. 
That same evouing she met Vojetich 
near the-boarding house. 
She wanted 
him to provide for her, at least to see 
her through her trouble. 
C urrent 
rum or is th at she demauded th at he 
marry her, 
but this is hardly pro­ 
bable, as it does not appear tb at she 
had bean d iv o rced ; at any rate the 
statutory lim it of one year had not 
and could not have elapsed from the 
decree of divorce. 
She carried with 
her a small handbag. 
in this was a 
pistol which she had brought from 
Oakland. 
I t belonged to Yojeticb. 
He left it when ho fled to escapo her. 
It was a live-shooter. 
W hether she 
told him that she carried the weapon, 
we do not know. 
B ut she adm its 
that she told 
if he did not support 
her, she would kiB bun. 
She says a 
struggle eus led on their lirst m eet­ 
ing, th at he threw her down, and 
took the pistol away aud tired one 
shot in the air. 
He afterwards re ­ 
stored the weapon to her. 
T h e y met 
several 
times between 
Friday and 
Monday, but he seems to have been 
unyielding in refusing to listen to 
her claims. 
Sunday he went to work on night 
shift at the mine. 
He got through at 
three o ’clock. 
Before going 
to hia 
room at the boarding house he called 
at Mrs C larich’s room a t' the hotel, 
for the purpose, she says, of getting 
her to leave town. 
She again en trea t­ 
ed him to provide for her and the 
unborn child, and gave vent to tears 
in so doing. 
He is said to have 
laughed at her distress, and ^aid he 
had other women and babies,and left, 
lie proceeded to his room, 
went to 
bad and was soon asleep. 
I t must 
have been about 5 o ’clock 
wheu he 
reached his room. 
The woman was 
now 
desperate, w ithout frieuds or 
even means to pay for her room. 
'The Shooting. 


She must have 
started 
to dress 
immediately after he le It, resolved 
upon her coarse. 
i t was about 0 
o’clock when she 
appeared at t^e 
deceased’s boarding house. She kneW 
tho room he occupied, and tho 
way 
to it. 
She entered by the rear dooi. 
No one saw her enter, those who were 
up at the tim e being iu the basement. 
1'be door of bis room 
was unlocked. 
She entered. 
lio was iu bed asleep. 
She approached close to tho bed, and 
without uttering a word lired three 
shots iu rapid succession, at close 
range. 
Each shot took effect iu ttie. 
head, the bullets entering near ttWr 
left eye. 
She lett the room im m edi­ 
ately after the shooting, 
not even 
waiting to see the effect. 
Death m ust have been alm ost in ­ 
stantaneous. 
Seemingly 
w ithout a 
movement he passed out of the sleep 
of restoration to the sleep of death. 
When 
Jiound by 
tbe sheriff two 
hours after the killing, he was lying 
on his back, his bauds across his 
breast. 
The body bad not been dis- 
tuAied. • 'tln ly 
one 
mau 
on 
the 
place saw her, as she was leaviug tho 
premises, also by tbe rear doer. 
Tbe 
three pistol shots were heard by the 
occupaut of tha adjoining room. 
A tier 
com m itting 
the deed, she 
went to the boarding house of Antone 
Bnzolicb, several hundred yards south 
of tho sceue of the tragedy, aud told 


parties 
there 
th a t 
she 
had shot 
Yojeticb. 
Sheriff Gregory took her into ens- 
tody at her room in tho hotel. 
She 
was eating an apple a t the lime, aud 
apparently 
was unconcerned. 
The 
exoitem ent 
and 
tension 
that had 
nerved her to the dernier resort ha^l 
not 
yet disappeared. 
She quietly 
asked the officer, " D id yoo see my 
fellow ?” 
When answered 
in 
the- 
affirpoative, she asked, “ Is he dead?” 
When told th a t he was, she betrayed 
em otion, evidenced by acbok- 
iug of the voice. 
The sheriff found the pistol in tbe 
d efend ant’s room.

were em pty; 
one was still loaded. 
Ho took it into his possession as evi­ 
dence in tbe case, 
i t is probable tbat

row had been the margin between 
safety and disaster, they forgot all 
about their shock and stood In awed 
silence.

On a 
tenant dying the first person to cross 
the threshold takes his place if he so 
desires. Many devices have been re­ 
sorted to to obtain the keys. The prop­ 
erties carry a county vote, but the poor 
law guardians always refuse to grant 
relief to the tenants.—London Globe.
